Confederate Soldier. 


Somewhere aiiiou^ the aicliives of 


the Confederate Governmeut may be 
iotiud a document dated about Septem- 
ber 3. 13G4, 
wherein Joseph Wilson was 


sentenced to bo shot, and on the back 
of which K the indorsement, "Ap- 
proved—Jeil'erson Davis, J'ro.sident." 


You see. my command was then in 


Virginia, and it was war times of a cer- 
tainty. 
\\'e rebels were hard pushed 


on all aides, having little to cat and 
leas to wear, and it did seem as if a 
light had got to be a matter of daily 
occurrence. Some of \n wen; philo- 
sophers enough to endure what we 
couldn't cure, but the young men, and 
'specially tho chaps who had been cou- 
scnpteil. were terr.'bly oueasy. They 
was leady to give it up as a loit cause 
and start for home. 


Well, this feeling, coupled with star- 


vation rations, lagged uniforms and 
daily lighting, sent a good many of our 
bojs over to the Union lines as de- 
berlers, and this brings about my story.

It was a surprise 
to us that the lad "had 
plucked up cour-
